Thus was confirmed one of the 
ugly stories of the period. 


Kuhn had an ego which matched 
Hitler’s. When he talked of how 
he had met Hitler and had 
presented him the Golden Book 
bearing the names of the Ameri- 
can Bund members and the $3,000 
his face lighted. There was an 
almost rapt look on it. 


‘Whole World’ 


“The whole WORLD wrote about 
it.” he said, in an awed whisper, 
‘The whole world.” 


Tell me about it. 


“It was August 2, 1936. There 
were five of us from America. 
There were Hitler’s staff officers 
all about. One of these stepped 
forward and introduced us. He 
(Hitler) asked us what we thought 
of Germany’s holding the Olympic 
games, and I told him we had 
made propoganda with it. I then 
gave him the Golden Book and 
$3000 the Bund had collected in 
America. It was in $100 bills and 
in an envelope which had been 
sealed at the customs when we 
landed in Hamburg. He thanked 
us for it and asked a few ques- 
tions. We were all impressed, 
mostly by his eyes and voice.”’ 


He paused, remembering it, 
savoring the glory of that glitter- 
ing moment . . . and then he was 
back in prison again. The light 
went out of his face. His shoulders 
drooped. 


“Once,” he said, “I thought field 
marshals and premiers were great 
people, someone to look up to. But 
now, seeing them here in prison, 
hearing them argue about who 
has the largest piece of bread, it 
is disgusting. I’m fed up to here.” 
He drew his hand across his 
throat. 


The guard escorted him out... 
in his rumpled prison suit. The 
hand that once shook the hand of 
Hitler would -go back to peeling 
potatoes. A few years later Kuhn 
died. He was a four-paragraph

Soviet Prods West 


On Red Germany

BONN—The Soviet Union has launched another 
attempt to force the Western powers into indirect rec- 


ognition of its protege East 
ereign state. 


The new target is the military 
missions maintained at Potsdam 
in the Soviet zone of Germany by 
the United States, Britain and 
France under a 15-year-old four- 
power agreement. 


At the end of last year, it was 
learned Monday, the Soviet mili- 
tary command in Berlin advised 
the Western commanders that 
men assigned to the Potsdam 
missions would be required to 
present new passes when entering 
the Sovict zone. 


PASS REGISTERED 


The new form authorizes travel 
into “the German Democratic Re- 
public” instead of “the Soviet oc- 
cupied zone of Germany,”’ the ex- 
pression heretofore used. It also 
bears a notation that the pass has 
been registered at the Interior 
Ministry of the German Demo 
cratic Republic. 

The new-pass technique is in 
line with recent Soviet tactics 
which have sought to exploit the 
procedures involved in Allied 
passage through East Germany to 
enhance the status of the Soviet- 
sponsored Pakow government. 
The essence of the Soviet menace 
to West Berlin is the threat to 
submit Allied traffic from the 
West to East German authority. 


U.S. TRAVEL HALTS 


The U.S. has refused to accept 
the new passes. It is understood

Britain and France. Travel of 
U.S. personnel has ceased.

WASHINGTON (AP) — Arnold 
Woo Woo Ginsburg, a scholarly 
looking young disc jockey for Bos- 
ton’s radio station WMEX, testi- 
fied Monday record suppliers gave 
him $4,400 in less than three 
years without asking for any spe- 
cific services. 


Ginsburg’s testimony followed a 
Boston record distributor’s ac- 
count of paying $1,400 to the sta- 
tion for weekly promotion of his 
records and giving $2,000 to disc 
jockeys. It drew a blast from the 
head of a congressional investigat- 
ing subcommittee. 


“If you and the rest think we are 
going to swallow this as though 
it was just an incident and there 


was nothing to it,”’ chairman 
Harris (D-Ark) told Ginsburg, 
“you must think we are very 
naive.”’ 


HARRIS WANTS ACTION 


Harris said he hopes federal 
agencies will act “‘to protect the 
American people from this rotten 
stuff.” 


He said stations know they can 
have their licenses revoked for 
concealing payments intended to 
procure plugs on the air ‘and that 
is the reason for all this reluc- 
tance and squirching back from 
the actual facts.

Nehru’s note was sent before 
Khrushchev’s arrival in India, 
a visit that brought no outward 
indication the Soviet Premier 
might intervene with his Red Chi- 
nese ally as some Indians had 
hoped. 


Nehru may have been encour- 
aged to try a personal meet- 
ing with Chou by the example of 
Prime Minister Ne Win of neigh- 
boring Burma. Win went to Pei- 
ping last month and within a few 
days settled the main issues of a 
border dispute older than the one 
between India and China. 


AREA AT ISSUE 


At issue between India and 
China are 51,000 square miles of 
territory on the Himalayan fron- 
tier. Red China claims 36,000 
square miles on the northeast 
frontier and 15,000 square miles in 
the Ladakh area a thousand miles 
to the west. New Delhi considers 
both Indian territory.

Paris Plans 
Tactieal 
Atom Test 


PARIS (UPI)—Informed sources 
said Monday night that France 
was planning to follow up its first 


atomic test by exploding a ‘‘tac- 
tical’’ sized nuclear weapon within 
two months. 


The reports of planned further 
nuclear testing came amid a 
growing outcry from African and 
other nations over the French Sa- 
hara atomic explosion Saturday. 


The Morrocan government high- 
lighted the protest Monday night 
by ordering the recall of its am- 
bassador to France. The recall 
of Ambassador Abdellatif Bend- 
jelloun was announced by the for- 
eign ministry in Rabat. 


In a parallel move, Morrocco 
renounced the Franco-Morroccan 
diplomatic accord of May 28, 1956, 
which had been signed at the time 
the former French protectorate 
won its independence. Under the 
accord, France and Morocco 
agreed to pursue a ‘“‘concerted” 
foreign policy.

The DeKalb County delegation’s “parent choice” 
amendment, like all other legislation aimed at keeping 


public schools open in the 


integration crisis, Was as- 


signed to a school segregation study commission Monday. 


The State of Republic Commit- 
tee of the Georgia House dis- 
posed of the bill in spite of warn- 
ings that Federal Court Judge 
Frank Hooper had asked the 
legislature to enact permissive 
legislation, not appoint a study 
commission. 


Presenting the committee with 
oral and written arguments on 
the bill, Rep. Mackay and Rep. 
Guy Rutland explained that the 
bill would give parents of chil- 


dren in a school ordered inte- 
grated a chance to vote on'| 
whether the school should be. 
closed. 

RIPS EXISTING LAWS 


Mackay said that under exist- 
ing law, school closing would be_ 
automatic ‘‘without the governer | 
having any chance to use dis- 
cretion and without letting the) 
people in the local community 
have any say-so.” 

The DeKalb legislator argued 
that the bill would allow Atlanta 
schools to stay open under the 
pupil placement plan adopted by 
the Atlanta school board, if par- 
ents in affected communities 
voted to keep their schools open. 


Mackay asserted that Vandiver 
at no time in his gubernatorial 
campaign had promised to close 
the schools. Vandiver did say, 
Mackay explained, that he would 
not allow any Negro child to sit in 
the same classroom with any 
white child. 


CALLS PLEDGE ILL-ADVISED 


“Is it reasonable to contend 
that an ill-advised campaign 
promise is sufficient reason to 
interrupt the education of one 
million Georgia boys and girls 
or to create an educational gap 
in the life of one child?” he 
asked 

Mackay told the legislators that 
if they are for public education, 
“then you must work with this 


Georgia-born judge (Judge 
Hooper). If you want to get out 
of public education, you can 
thumb your nose at Frank 


Hooper.” 


Rep. Mackay said that since 
Gov. Vandiver has ‘“‘no mandate 
to close the schools, the 1960 
General Assembly “‘will get the 
blame” if schools are closed this 
year. 


One committee member argued 
that citizens voted for closed 
schools when they “‘voted for the 
governor's program.” 


Forsyth County Rep. Roy Ot- 
well said he favors public schools 
and segregated schools and add- 
ed. “But I don’t see anything in 
this bill in oposition to the gov- 
ernor’s program.” 


Rep. Rutland, on the other 
hand, argued that the Georgia 
Constitution does not prohibit in- 
tegrated schools. He said the 
Georgia Constitution merely re- 
quires “‘separate’’ schools for the 
white and colored races. 


INTEGRATED SCHOOLS 

“If you will read it, you will 
see that you have to have black 
schools and you have to have 
white schools. But the constitu- 
tion does not also prohibit inte- 
grated schools,”’ Rutland argued. 


Mackay told the committee he 
had no idea that the amendment 
could pass the House or that it 
could get the governor’s approval 
He said he thought the. bill should 
be passed out so the House could 
“kick it around”’ a little.

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Let’s Not Overlook 
Constructive Bills 


As the General Assembly heads into 
the final stretch of what by and large 
has been a constructive session, there is 
a needless backlog of bills which have not 
been acted upon. As of yesterday there 
were approximately 150 of these. 

It’s just as well that some of them 
are allowed to die but there are many 
others which deserve consideration and 
passage. 

On the local front there are several 
bills which are vital to community prog- 
ress. They should be acted upon immedi- 
ately. 

One of these would open the way for 
building the access road to the Atlanta 
airport. Involving as it does a local dis- 
pute, legislation which would permit the 
city to annex the roadbed from the city 
limits to the airport was endangered. 
However, since this is the only way details 
of maintaining, lighting and policing the 
road can be worked out, disagreements 
are being cleared up through mutual 
understanding and good will. 

Another local bill which apparently 
is bottled up in the Fulton delegation 
would give city authorities a needed 
weapon in enforcing the housing code. 
It would permit erection of “Not-Fit-To- 
Live-In” signs on slum properties which 
are just that. Who can object to such 
signs on properties of unscrupulous 
landlords who refuse to repair or im- 
prove said properties to minimum stand- 
ards? 

On the state front there are a num- 
ber of measures which must be acted 
upon quickly or time will run out. We 
can find no valid objection, for instance, 
to a measure which would authorize par- 
tially marked patrol cars. As finally 
worked out, the bill would make possi- 
ble the use of one partially marked car— 
which could be identified without trou- 
ble after contact with traffic violators— 
for each of the 34 patrol stations. 

Another pending measure would pro- 
vide relief to transit systems on their 
1958 sales taxes and seerns quite fair. After 
all, they were required to pay the taxes 
after the former governor had granted 
them exemption. 

These are examples of the types of 
bills on which the Assembly should speed 
action. Collectively they will add to the 
good record of this year’s session.

Now’s Time To Make 
Example of Hoodlums 


Vandalism at the James L. Key 
School on Capitol avenue Sunday not 
only was shocking but was a product of 
diseased minds. This criminal disregard 
of property rights, whether by juveniles 
or older persons, goes beyond the cate- 
gory of malicious mischief and the per- 
petrators should be caught and treated 
as the criminals they are. 

No matter how such actions are 
rationalized, someone is guilty. No 
rationalization can condone or explain the 
fact of wanton destruction and the setting 
of fires in a school. Disregard for and dis- 
respect for law, widespread enough as it 
is, will grow worse unless those respon- 
sible are punished to the full extent the 
law allows. 

There have been many instances of 
such vandalism in the past but this is the 
worst of all. And if there ever was a time 
for the courts to make examples of 
hoodlums—whatever their ages—this is it.

Atomic Club Increases; 


So Do the Dangers! 


Explosion by the French of an atomic 
device in the Sahara is more than pleas- 
ing to the French themselves and to 
Gen. de Gaulle’s program for rebuild- 
ing the glory of France. While this does 
not in the least make of our Western Ally 
an atomic power, it is a beginning of a 
slow build-up in that direction. 

Thus it will have little effect on West- 
ern defenses, since the United States and 
Britain already have enough atomic 
weapons to offset the Soviets’ except 
for possible serious weaknesses in mis- 
siles and rockets. 

But now the French have demon- 
strated again that any country with the 
necessary human and material resources 
can build atomic weapons. It must be ac- 
cepted once more that there will be other 
countries who can build them and that 
the more widely dispersed is this power- 
ful force the greater the danger of world 
destruction. 

What would happen, for instance, if 
this weapon of incalculable destruction 
should fall into control of a man like 
Adolf Hitler? What of other irresponsible 
rulers of past and present? What of Red 
China? 

The human race, faced with such vast 
danger, must somehow find a way to con- 
trol this force. Beginning with ending 
nuclear test explosions, we must find a 
sensible system of control and inspection 
which will eliminate and prevent manu- 
facture of nuclear weapons. Until these 
objectives are achieved, the world lives 
under the greatest threat to human exist- 
ence ever devised by man.

Resignation of Rollins 
Belatedly Is Welcomed 


Raleigh Rollins of Bainbridge finally 
has resigned his seat on the State Board 
of Corrections. 


Good! The action long was overdue. 
It will be remembered that Mr. Rollins 
entered a plea of nolo contendere on a 
conspiracy charge by the state. He was 
fined $5,000 and was given a three-to- 
four-year probated sentence. Meanwhile, 
he continued to serve on the board even 
after Gov. Vandiver requested he resign. 

How a man could continue to be use- 
ful as a:member of the State Board of 
Corrections while under a probated sen- 
tence is beyond our comprehension. But 
there exists no legal machinery to remove 
him. And the General Assembly has taken 
no action to provide it. A House-ap- 
proved bill was killed by the Senate Rules 
Committee. 

Also inexplicable is the failure of the 
Legislature to remedy the situation 
which gives state officials favored treat- 
ment in the courts. The special privilege 
of appearing before grand juries consid- 
ering indictments against any official 
now has been broadened by a Georgia 
Court of Appeals decision which says 
such official also may be represented 
by his attorney. 

The people, of course, have every right 
to be unhappy about such legislative 
oversights. As for Mr. Rollins, he has held 
on to an important state office for many 
months to the amazement of most citi- 
zens. Such situations can do little to im- 
prove public confidence in government.

Sen. Douglas Carlisle’s efforts to make the State Senate a more 


permanent, efficient 
long last to be bearing fruit.

The present rotation system, as any- 


one knows who has studied it five minutes, works against the very 
principle for which upper houses are established. 


A Senate supposedly is to pro- 
vide experience, deliberation, sta- 
bility. 

But, alas, in Georgia the entire 
Senate is turned out every two 
years and a new set of senators 
installed, all because of the ro- 
tation system and two-year terms 
that coincide with the House’s. 

In fact the Senate does not even 
have the permanence of the 
House, where a member may 
succeed himself repeatedly if he 
finds favor with the people. Under 
the Senate’s rotation system, the 
best of senators must fade away 
while another county in his dis- 
trict has its turn in providing the 
officeholder. 

The senator from Macon has in- 
troduced a proposed constitutional 
amendment increasing the num- 
ber of districts from 54 to 60. He 
also has a bill to allow senators 
to. be elected district wide. Since 
under the amendment the larger 
counties ‘would constitute a sep- 
arate senatorial district, the ob- 
jection that smaller counties 
would be outvoted by the more 
populous counties would be met. 

Another proposed constitutional 
amendment, introduced by two 
members of thé House, would 
attack the same problem in a 
different way. It would add only 
two new districts and would place 
the larger counties (except Ful- 


ton, already a one-county district, 
and Chatham, already in a two- 
county district) into two-county 
districts. 

This reorganization plan, of- 
fered by Reps. W. G. Todd of 
Glascock and Roy McCracken of 
Jefferson, would also allow the 
larger county in the two-county 
districts to name a senator two 
out of three times if the county is 
more than twice the size of its 
sister county. 

Both the Carlisle plan and the 
Todd-McCracken plan are aimed 
at the same goal. Neither goes 
far enough to really solve the 
problem. But they are beginnings. 

A resolution aimed at lengthen- 
ing the terms of legislators from 
two to four years should be 
amended to apply only to the 
senators. 

House membership ideally 
closely reflects the views of 
the constituents, Representatives 
should face the voters each two 
years. Senators, on the other 
hand, should be given longer 
terms and should be freed of the 
rotation system so they may con- 
stitute a more permanent, more 
deliberative body. 

If the. present system is to be 
kept, the upper and lower houses 
had just as well be merged, since 
for all practical purposes the Sen- 
ate is a smaller copy of the House.

Will Red China 


Influence Summit? 


WASHINGTON — What really 


is in Khru- 
shchev’s mind as he prepares to meet Western 
leaders at the summit in May and Eisenhower 


alone in the President’s June visit to the Soviet Union? Long effort 
to find authoritative and responsible estimates from informed men, 
both American and British, produces these firm impressions from 


their private observations: 
Khrushchey doesn’t mean by 


“‘coexistence’’ what we mean — 
namely and simply, two differ- 
ent blocs living side by side at 
peace, however much they dis- 
like each other. 


To him coexistence means that 
he does the existing, so to speak, 
while we do mostly the cooperat- 
ing. His notion is this: ‘What's 
ours in the Soviet empire, is, of 
course, ours. What's yours (the 
West's), is, naturally, subject to 
debate and further negotiation.” 

All this does not indicate, how- 
ever, that Khrushchev is likely 
to provoke war. It is not even 
likely, indeed, that he will try 
further to expand his empire by 
force, anywhere at all. 


He is determined not to risk 
the destruction of the vast indus- 
trial plant so laboriously and at 
last built up by the Soviet Union. 
He knows nuclear war would 
work just that destruction. 


And though he doesn't propose 
to make any real concession what- 
ever to the West any time soon, 
he is no longer absolutely free 
of concern lest he himself ‘‘look 
bad”’ at home should the summit 
conference and all the rest be 
total and resounding flops. 

The Kremlin's slight easing of 
the screw on the Russian people 
does not suggest that the Russian 
people in any basic way can in- 
fluence Khrushchev’s decisions.

Khrushchev’s “problems” with 
his allies are really only one, just 
as there is really only one ally. 
There is Red China. And that is 
that. Will Red China ultimately 
let him free himself from the ex- 
cessively doctrinaire and danger- 
ously aggressive demands of the 
new communism? 

So, what of the future? Since 
the West is committed firmly to 
negotiation, we. must simply press 
on, hoping that if this summit 
accomplishes nothing, another, or 
yet another, will do so.

In Missile Lead? 


WASHINGTON—Has it ever occurred to you 
that we may be talking about the wrong thing in 
this “great debate’”’ on defense which is erupting 


We are being assured by the President and others 


with such fury? 


that we will produce enough missiles in the next three or four years 
$0 any Soviet superiority in ICBMs will not be a peril. 


We are being warned by the de- 
fense critics of the President and 
others that there is no evidence 
that we are closing the ‘missile 
gap’ and that in the near future 
we face a Soviet capacity to de- 
stroy us with missiles. 

But isn’t there a very serious 
possibility that the danger from 
the Soviet Union may not lie in 
missiles at all and that we are 
being induced to put our greatest 
attention on trying to avert what 
is least likely to happen? 

And neglecting what is most 
likely to happen? 

What is most likely to happen? 
I suggest that while missiles dom- 
inate nearly everything that is 
said in Washington in the. defense 
controversy, we throw on the 
screen of our minds in large cap- 
ital letters the following  testi- 
mony which, buried in a welter of 
other matters and lost in the 
news, Adm. Arleigh A. Burke, 
chief of naval operations, gave 
to Congress: . 

“In the next four or five years 
the danger of limited wars will 
be much greater than the threat 
of all-out nuclear war.” 


[ am not assuming to have an 
expert’s opinion on exactly what 
the best balance of all our forces 
should be. I am simply joining 
with Gen, Ridgway, Gen. Taylor 
and Gen. Lemnitzer and Adm. 
Burke in questioning whether we 


t 


may not, indeed, be putting far 
too many of our defense eggs in 
the big basket of massive retal- 
lation. 

Adm. Burke is not himself ask- 
ing for a stronger, more mod- 
ernized Army. That is not his job. 
But he is expressing a judgmént 
about the kind of military danger 
we face. He adopts the premise 
which justifies more attention to 
ground force and airlift strength. 

He is, in effect, warning against 
a military strategy which pre- 
pares almost exclusively to deter 
and fight a nuclear war, which 
he considers the lesser threat, 
while leaving the nation not as 
well-prepared as it should be to 
deter or fight a limited, non- 
nuclear war, which he considers 
the greater threat. 

Now, if it is true, as many 
think, that we would not be the 
first to use nuclear weapons— 
large or small—this means that 
the Soviets can use their vastly 
superior ground forces to carry 
out a limited-war aggression and 
that against this kind of aggres- 
sion we are in}the weakest po- 
sition. . 

On Adm. Burke’s premise that 
“limited” war is a “much greater 
danger”’ than all-out nuclear war, 
shouldn’t we be giving more at- 
tention to our nonnuclear capa- 
bilities — and not get blindly fas- 
cinated with missiles?

sign a petition to call a special 
session of the Legislature to act 
on it, the present regular ses- 
sion being in its final week, and 
would help in trying to override 
any gubernatorial veto of the tax 
increase. 


By a roll call vote, the Senate 
approved Sen. Crowe’s resolution, 
43 to 10, but took no action on Sen. 
Pannell’s tax - raising  sug- 
gestion. 


Crowe earlier in the session 
was unsuccessful in an attempt 
tu tack a teacher-raising amend- 
ment onto a measure’ which 
raised the salary of State School 
Supt. Claude Purcell about $3,000 
a year. His amendment would 
have provided that Purcell would 
get his raise when teachers got 
an equivalent raise percentage- 
wise—about 25 per cent. 


LOOKS TO WITHHOLDING 


His successful resolution Mon- 
day asks only a 15 per cent raise 
—which would add an average of 
about $573 a year to the state’s 
average teacher salary — when- 
ever the money is at hand. It 
anticipates that the withholding 
tax plan passed earlier in the ses- 
sion might do something to make 
the money available. 


During a discussion of the reso- 
lution, Sen. Robert Culpepper of 
Camilla, Gov. Vandiver’s Senate 
floor leader, asked Crowe if his 
“has no force except as 
a recommendation.” 


HOPES FOR PRESSURE 

Crowe replied that was correct 
but that he hoped it might ‘“‘put 
pressure” on the governor to 
grant a raise. 


He added that the Senate could 
bet its bottom dollar that ‘‘some- 
body is going to make some 
money available before this time 
next year.” 


“Teachers are going to get 
more pay and country folks are 
going to get roads,”’ he said.

‘Teachers’ 
Threat to 
Quit Is Hit 


Unethical, Say 
2 Local Groups 


Two local teachers’ groups have 
condemned as “unethical’’ a 
threat by the United Teachers of 
Georgia to resign unless pay 
raises of $1,000 are granted. 


The Wilkes Education Assn. re- 
leased a statement declaring it 
“voted unanimously the condem- 
nation of the strike threat and un- 
ethical tactics of the United 
Teachers of Georgia.”’ It said, the 
members repledged continued sup- 
port to GEA and to the State 
Board of Education in their effort 
to implement a professional salary 
schedule already adopted by the 
State Board of Education.” 


Upson Reps. Johnnie L. Cald- 
well and Talmadge Echols said 
the executive committee of the 
Thomaston Teachers Assn. met 
with them and declared, “It is 
completely unethical for teachers 
to even say they would walk out.” 


Thomaston teachers _ studied 
the state audit and the Georgia 
tax structure and concluded that 
“taxpayers already are  over- 
burdened and they would oppose 
a tax raise even for the purpose 
of a teacher pay increase,”’ Cald- 
well said. 

“Our teachers are appreciative 
of the $200 raise advocated by 
Gov. Vandiver and approved by 
the General Assembly,” Caldwell 
said. ‘“‘The only thing they ask 
is that as soon as the state budget 
will provide it, the Minimum 
Foundation’s pay scale be brought 
up to current status, giving the 
teachers approximately $200 more 
in pay.” 


In another development in the 
teacher pay controversy, Gov. 
Vandiver said at his press con- 
ference that he could not believe 
Georgia teachers would walk out 
on their classrooms 


Vandiver said the state is do- 
ing everything it can for teachers.

Passes House by 126-18

by a 126-18 vote. 


The bill would replace the 
lunacy commission with an 
examining committee, and the 
lunacy warrant with an applica- 
tion for examination. 


Procedure for commitment 
would not be basically changed. 
However, any person committed 
under the bill would retain his 
civil rights unless specific action 
were taken in the court of ordi- 
nary to declare the patient legal- 
ly incompetent.

Several hundred doctors from 
Atlanta and all over Georgia are 
attending the Atlanta Graduate 
Medical Assembly — a post- 
graduate course sponsored by the 
Fulton County Medical Society. 


Monday they heard 10 techni- 
cal lectures, or if their specialty 
was involved, also attended one 
of five luncheon conferences or 
round table discussions. General- 
ly subjects Monday dealt with 
medicine, neuropathology and 
dermatology. 


THEORY DISPUTED 


One speaker at the meeting was 
not an M.D. He was Dr. Ancel 
Keys, Ph.D., director of the la- 
boratory of physiological hygiene, 
University of Minnesota. Dr. Keys 
has done key research work in 
the field of the relation of diet 
to the control of coronary heart 
disease, and he told the Georgia 
doctors some of his findings. 


Dr. Keys is convinced that the 
amount of cholesterol and other 
fatty substances in the blood is 
in direct ratio to the possibility of 
coronary heart disease. He ad- 
vises that people avoid foods high 
in cholesterol content. 


This theory has been disputed— 
mainly in dairy states, as milk- 
fat products are big offenders in 
carrying ‘‘saturated fats.’ Dr. 
Keys advised the use of vege- 
table oils—cottonseed and corn— 
for cooking. 

CANCER TO SNAKE BITE 

Dr. Keys also took part with 
Atlanta doctors in a round-table 
discussion on hytertensive vascu- 
lar disease. The discussion mod- 
erated by Dr. Charles Stone, and 
Dr. Bruce Logue, Dr. John Grant 
Wilmer and Dr. William Paullin 
Jr., joined Dr. Keys in the dis- 
cussion. Particular emphasis was 
given discussion of drugs that re- 
duce blood pressure. 


The white coats of interns from 
Atlanta hospitals were liberally 
sprinkled among the business 
suits of practicing physicians at 
all the meetings. 


The informal discussions were 
like that of Dr. Fred Simonton, 
Chicamauga, Dr. Jack Norris and 
Dr. J. K. Fancher, Atlanta, who 
met at a coffee break and, nat- 
urally, “talked shop.” The con- 
versation ranged all the way 
from skin diseases (they had just 
heard them discussed in a lec 
ture), through cancer to the treat- 
ment of snake bite — each doctor 
picking up an intem of informa- 
tion from here and there in the 
conversation and mentally filing 
it for future use. 


RASH EASY TO GET 


The afternoon session of the 
meeting saw Dr. Barrett Ken- 
nedy of Louisiana State Medical 
School present a paper on ‘‘Con- 
tact Dermatitis and Its Manage- 
ment.” From slides Dr. Kennedy 
presented it was evident that. al- 
most any substance can cause a 
skin rash if it gets on the right 
person, 


The Louisiana skin specialist 
presented cases of skin rashes 
caused by permanent wave solu- 
tion, bubble gum, rubber, even 
some toothpastes, mouth washes, 
nylon and others. 


He cited one example of a 
chemist who developed a sensi- 
tivity to chrome so much that 
he had to quit his job as a chem- 
ist. The condition cleared up, but 
returned some years later when 
he acted as a pallbearer at a fu- 
neral. The chrome handles on 
the coffin had touched off the 
inflammation again.

| The bill, which now goes to the 
Senate, is a substitute for one in- 
| troduced earlier in the session by 
the interim mental health study 
committee of the House and Sen- 
ate. After Gov. Vandiver raised 
objections to certain sections of 
the original bill, he and the com- 
mittee, together with mental 
health leaders, worked out the 
substitute. 


Vandiver told his press confer- 
ence Monday he believes ‘all 
legitimate objections have been 
removed. He predicted legislative 
approval of the bill. 


Rep. Francis Allen of Bulloch, 
member of the interim commit- 
tee, told the House the bill is 
backed by the governor, his Ad- 
visory Committee on Mental In- 
stitutions, the Georgia Association 
for Mental Health and other 
mental health groups. 


He urged passage of the bill 
as a “humane approach” to the 
problem of treating mental pa- 
tients. 


Under the bill, the examining 
committee would be comprised 
of the same personnel as the 
lunacy commission—two doctors 
and an attorney. Anyone seeking 
to have a person committed 
would have to file with the ordi- 
nary a written application, under 
oath, declaring he believes the 
person is mentally ill and is in 
need of hospitalization. The ap- 
plication would have to be ac- 
companied by a certificate by a 
physician stating he has ex- 


should be hospitalized. 


The bill also provides that pa- 
tients could be admitted volun- 
tarily without having to pay for 
treatment. At present voluntary 
patients must pay $50 a month. 


Mental patients also could be 
committed to private hospitals if 
the hospitals are certified by the 
State Board of Health and elect to 
accept such patients. At present, 
there are no provisions for com- 
mitting a mental patient to a pri- 
vate institution in Georgia.

For Session 


Gowen Denounces 


Revived Measure 


By CELESTINE SIBLEY 
Two anti-newspaper bills, which 
the House had already rejected, 
Monday got both a second chance 
and a firmer verdict: Death for 
the session. 


A bill by Rep. James Floyd of 
Chattooga County to allow news- 
papers to be sued in any county 
where they circulate instead of 
where they are published, failed 
once more to get the requisite 
103 votes and died by a vote of 
74 to 72. 


Rep. Wilbur Orr’s measure to 
ban radio, television and photo- 
graphic coverage of trials, went 
the same path with 92 votes for 
and 53 votes against. 


GOWEN HITS ‘HOG TIE’ 


The issues may have been 
warmed over but the oratory 
gained fresh heat when Rep. 
Charles Gowen, speaking against 
the bill, lashed out at the measure 
as an attempt to hog-tie Atlanta 
newspapers and keep them from 
exposing unsavory conditions 
throughout the state. 


Floyd protested that he was not 
‘“‘anti-newspaper” and sought to 
question Gowen. 


“The gentleman was not born 
yesterday,” ‘said Gowen. “The 
gentleman knows full well the 
purpose of this bill. If Atlanta 
newspapers jumped on the traffic 
light at Ludowici they could be 
sued in Long County where the 
people down there are generally 
conceded to be under the influ- 
ence of a machine. Let's fight it 


out on the line! 


‘PEOPLE WATCHING’ 

Rep. Marvin Summers of Crisp 
County leaped to his feet and 
asked if in that case the damage 
wouldn’t have been done in Ludo 
wici instead of Atlanta. 


“The damage is done in Ludo- 
wici all right!’ Gowen shouted. 
He said the town had a speed 
trap which was a disgrace to the 
state and held Georgians up be- 
fore the nation as people “who 
attempt to enrich ourselves at 
the expense of our visitors.”’ 


Rep. William Parker of Appling 
County, who attacked the bill the 
last time it came up, moved for 
the “ayes” and the “‘nayes,” and 
Rep. Gowen asked Speaker pro 
tem George Bagby to caution 
members against casting votes, 
for anybody except themselves. | 

“This is an important bill and | 
the people back home will be) 
watching it,” Gowen said. 


ROLL CALL VOTE 


The Orr bill, which lost Jan. 
28 by 13 votes, was called an ef- 
fort to maintain dignity in the 
courts and a protection for “‘par- 
ties litigant from unnecessary ex- 
posure” by its author. Speaking 
for it were Reps. Raymond Reed 
of Cobb County and Rep. George 
Busbee of Dougherty County, who 
protested a call for roll call vote 
as designed at “further intimida- 
tion by the press.” 


“For your information,” said 
Speaker pro tem Bagby dryly, 
“you'll lose your bill if you don't

Little Things Mean a Lot 
To Sick Children Indoors 


By BETTY CARROLLTON 


Winter weather is the culprit 
in a plot to transform the happy 
homemaker into a _ harassed 
heckler that makes her doubt 
the joys of motherhood. 


+ 


Georgia's current cold blast 
has put a damper on Mother's 
efforts to continue a smooth- 
functioning household in the 
midst of sniffling youngsters, 
forced indoors by the weather. 
Many homemakers report a 
tendency to “throw up my 
hands, pull my hair and say to 
heck with it all.” 


Mothers-little-helpers constant- 
ly underfoot with their cry of, 
“But there’s nothing to do,” 
add to the woes of the woman 
who courageously attempts to 
complete her daily chores under 
conditions likely to channel her 
toward a padded cell. While 
the ill youngster may require 
almost constant atttention be- 
tween bed-m aking, carpet- 
sweeping, dish-washing and 
cooking, there is that looked- 
forward-to time when the little 
one finally falls asleep. 


But no such fate for the 
healthy children who are spend- 
ing the day at home—indoors— 
just because the weather out- 
side is frightful: While their 
energies demand constant activ- 
itv, their attention span 1s 
generally short. Harassed moth- 
ers report the. youngsters soon 
tire of games, television and 
toys. Stuck for something dif- 
ferent to amuse the confined 
moppets, several mothers pass 
on the trick that seldom fails: 
They remind fellow sufferers 
that imagination is not driven 
to the deep freeze, and suggest 
families weather the season with 
a box of crayons. 


PLAY AREA 

One modern young mother of 
five declares her children are 
interested in the things around 
them and like to draw what they 
see. She provides them with a 
play area near a window, where 
they can watch the train—and 
last weekend the snow—whirl 
and swirl. <A favorite spot is 
the living’room window, fronting 
on the street, where things 
passing catch the eye of alert 
youngsters. 


For their artistic talents, she 
cuts a “‘frame’’ out of a big 
piece of paper and tapes it to 
the window. Then the children 
find things in the landscape to 
draw. The frame helps them 
to organize a picture and relate 
the objects they see to each 
other. 


A way for children to make 
a realistic winter scene—a wa\ 
which amazes and amuses them 
—is to draw a crayon picture of 
a winter scene, leaving many 
areas uncrayoned. Then brush 
white water color or poster 
paint over the entire sheeet of 
paper. The paint will resist the 
crayoned areas, but will cover 
the rest with a blanket of 
white. 

A SMALL BOX 


In winter, of course, much of 
children’s time indoors is spent 
in bed with colds. When illness 
restricts a child.in bed, there 
are many things to remember, 
one mother observed: Be sure 
to have tissues, juice, maga- 
zines, books and waste paper 
basket within the child’s reach. 
A small box holding favorite 
toys, games, crayons, clay and 
paper. should also be handy. 
Small.comforts and thoughtful- 
ness can make the difference 
between a cranky sick child and 
a cheerful recovering one. 


Time in bed seems endless, 
so the sick child is in special 
neetr-éf diversion. “If possible,” 
one veteran of a toddler’s sick- 
room suggests, ‘““‘make a game 
out of medicine-taking. Perhaps 


a set of signal hats or flags, 
colored with different crayons 
for each kind of medicine to be 
taken will make the prospect 
more appealing to the patient 
Hats can be made of folded 
paper or paper cups. 


Food should be appetizingly 
presented. Small 
might be included on the tray. 
The child should have a lap 
tray to eat, read and work on. 
He could use a cookie sheet, or 
make one out of a heavy piece 
of cardboard. The tray should 
measure about 30 inches by 18 
inches, with a semi-circle cut 
out of the center of one of the 
30-inch lengths so that the tray 
fits comfortably around the 
waist. The child can decorate

Another version of this could 
be used as a bank. Have the 
child crayon something he 
wants to buy on the outer sur- 
faces of the two plates. Cut a 
slit large enough to accept a 
coin in the back of one of the 
plates. Tape or them 
together. Voila! The youngster 
has a bank into which visitors 
can drop pennies so he can buy 
his special item. ‘The jingle of 
a few coins in the bank will 
help hasten his recovery.)

little comment among male knitters in Georgia—they 


weren't at all surprised. 


More and more men are pick- 
ing up knitting as a hobby, ac- 
cording to the women who own 
knit shops and sell yarn in de- 
partment stores. 


“One of our best customers 
is a man from Bremen who 
makes all his wife's knit 
dresses,’ said Mrs. Sara San- 
ders, manager of a local depart- 
ment store’s needlework depart- 
ment. ‘He owns a beauty shop, 
and he picks out yarn colors to 
harmonize with the color of his 
wife's hair.” 


Another of her male custom- 
ers is a multiple scelerosis vic- 
tim who uses knitting to exer- 
cise his wrists and fingers. A 
male dental student likes to 
knit to keep his fingers supple, 
so he can handle dental instru- 
ments more easily. Another man 
designs and knits socks to match 
his ties. 


Despite their prowess at knit- 
ting, most American men seem 
to be embarrassed by it. Not 
the Europeans, however. . The 
Prince of Wales is among the 
best known of British knitters. 


Mrs. Sanders said she believes 
it is ‘‘a tragedy that they don’t 
teach American children to knit 
in school.’” A person who can 
knit, she added, is never lonely. 


More women are knitting now 
than in the past decade too, Mrs. 
Mildred Johnson, owner of a 
suburban knit shop, said. 


“Knitting interest in Atlanta 
has increased 100 per cent in the 
last six years. When I opened 
my shop Atlanta wasn’t a knit- 
ting town, but business is boom- 
ing now,” she said. 


Television accounts for the in- 
crease in knitters, all agree. 


‘“‘Women like to feel like they 
are doing something worthwhile 
while they’re sitting watching 
TV,” according to Mrs. Cresen- 
zo. “If wives can be making a 
sweater for the little boy or 
themselves, they feel they can 
take time to sit down and watch 
their favorite program too.”

Though bulkies are the most 
popular item for all knitters, 
afghans are still made by many 
women. Knitting for babies is no 
longer the fad. 


Mrs. Sanders explained that 
today’s young mothers want*to 
throw everything in the wash- 
ing machine and don’t want to 
take time for hand-washing 
knit things. 


Knitting for babies is not as 
popular as it used to be, but the 
“babies’’ themselves are staft- 
ing to knit. 


“Some start as early as 7, and 
the 9 and 10-year-olds are 
really good knitters,”’ explained 
Mrs. Harold Vinson, a knit shop 
owner. “They like to make the 
bulkies, because that goes fast 
with big yarn and big needles.”
